One Kimball County Farmer 


To Have 90,000 Bushels 


Of Wheat. 


Sid Hyatt, of the Surety Invest- 


ment 'Co., who has just returned 
'from an extended trip through the 
western part of the states reports 
considerable optimism among the 
farmers of that section and a very 
encouraging crop outlook. 
. 


"A trip of twelve hundred miles 


through the state, reveals that the 
small grain . has 
been 
damaged 


somewhat in the counties of York, 
Filmore, Hamilton, Clayi 
Adftjns 


and Kearney, but the corn crop -s 
good and the most perfect stand 
Nebraska has ever had to my know- 
ledge," said Mr. Hyatt. 


• "From Kearney, wes,t to Ogallala 
the alfalfa is good and an almost 
perfect stand of beets Is In evidence. 
Driving from Big Springs, west to 
Chappell and north of Julesburg, the 
e.creage Is large and a good normal 
crop. West to Sidney and north of 
Sidney on the table, comprising th«> 
Gurley and 
Dalton 
territory, the 


wheat, rye and corn Is . above 
normal. West to the Wyoming-line 
covering- Kimball and Banner coun- 
ties, I found the largest wheat crop 
for many-years. They are following 
the Campbell system and the rcsultf 
are surprising the oldest residents 
They claim that they have passec 
the, , experimental stage In these 
counties. 
"In driving over these western 
tiers of counties, south of the Platte 
river, one wonders how they evei 
harvested the immense acreage ar.c 
transport it to market. I found that 


men were in Kimball making con- 
tract* for trucking th« corn to tho. 
•ullroad at a. price of 1 1-4 cent p»r 
..ushul on long hauls. One party 
closed a contract'wltU a farmer who 
.as fifteen hundred acres of wheat. 
H.o cbtlmatcd the yield at fifty-five 
bushels 
per acre, which would 


amount to approximately ninety 
thousand bushel*. You will admit 
that -this is rather a largo wheat 
crop to be placed on the market by 
one grower. 
"The highways ar« In very good 


condition. Nearly all of the roads* 
are graveled on the Lincoln high- 
way to Wyoming line, except where 
they are being straightened for tho 
purpose of avoiding the crossing of 
the double tracks on the Union 
Pacific railway. 
"Improved farms are being sold 


at twenty-five dollars to forty dol- 
lars per acre, the purchaser to re- 
ceive one-third of the crop, and pos- 
session March 1st 1927. 
"The farmeYs with whom I talked 


are all very optimistic, and they 
have great reasons to be, in tho 
western part of Nebraska, regard- 
less of the tact that corfgress is not 
doing a great deal for the farm 
industry. 
"I found the average farm, after 


leaving Kearney, was very short 
on cattle, but more hogs are to ba 
seen'than have been evident in the 
past few years. 
"Investors are becoming interest- 


ed, in these lands and quite an influx 
into that part of the State is ap - 
parent."

LONDON, June 2«.—(I. N. S )— 
Huge economies in ,power will. It 
s anticipated, be made possible by

use c5 a new ,non-oxidizing 
steel alloy developed by the famous) 
Sheffield steel firm of Hadflelds. 
It

this new steel have,run at the enor- 
mous speed of up to 58,000 revolu- 
tions a minute at a working tem- 
perature of about J.700 degrees F., 
and even when they are red hot.

His statement follows:

(iO per cent the total number of fatal 
traffic apcidents, are increasing at 
a rate out of all proportion to the 
rate- of Increase in other traffic 
fatalities, the' education and regula- 
tion 'of pedestrians as well as of 
drivers should be given greater at- 
tention than ' at present. Pedes- 
trians and- motorists should bear a 
considerable attitude each to the 
other. 
"Motorists should be required 'to 


accord pedestrians safe and digni- 
fied use of such safety zones and 
crossing places, but pedestrians as 
well as motor 
vehicle operators 


should be required to obey the traf- 
fic rules- and regulations. 


"As predicted, the good citizen- 


ship of Lincoln has 
again 
made 


itself known and the. response to the 
demand for safe brakes and lights 
has been very gratifying, and the 
city council Is -more than pleased 
with this attitude of the public and 
feel encouraged to continue their 
efforts to promote safety on the 
streets of Lincoln.

12:45. At present, only the educa-_ 
tional unit of the church will be 
built, but it is hoped by the build- 
ing" committee-that by the time it is 
finished, sufficient funds will be 
on hand to' complete the church. 
This first unit alone will . ost ?160,- 
000 and 
the 
auditorium of 
the 


structure when complete will cost 
more than'a hundred thousand dol- 
lars more, making a total of close 
to $275,000 when the edifice is com- 
pleted. 


The church will be of varigated 


brick trimmed with Bedford stone. 
The contract will be let some time 
during the week so that the first 
unit will be ready for occupancy by 
March, 1927- 
While orrly the first 


unit is being- built, the general as- 
sembly room in this structure will 
care for a good sized congregatibn. 


Plans are to carry on a more ex- 
tensh* church educational wori*- 


shop in the new edifice than has 
hitherto been thought of in. the city. 
Entertainment rooms and a gym- 
nasium, will cauip this modern unit. 
Extensive offices and many rooms 
are planned. 
Everything will 
be 


fitted into this department to make 
it a real community center. 


The old church was purchased 


some time ago by Frank Eager for 
$80.000. This includes the building 
and the grounds, but not the fix- 
tures and furniture.

There Is on the planet Mara' a 
region, called by terrestrial astronpi 
mers Helas, after'that land which 
on the earth orjce marked the cen- 
ter of ,the' highest human civilisa- 
tion. 
The Martian Hellas lies in 
the southern hemisphere of that 
planet, Its center being 40'degrees 
south of,the equator. It is oval in 
outline, apparently flat a§ a prairie, 
and about a thousand miles across." 
Twd "canals,.", called-T[by us), re- 
spectively, the "Peneus" and the 
'Alpheus," intesect one another in 
the middle of Hellas forming an 
equal-armed cross. . - 
My reason for this description of 
a part of the geopifraphy of the 
planet Mara is that I may locate 
with aoma definit^ness the scene 
of a reported occurrence, on that 
distant world which, if it 'has been 
correctly interpreted, must tend to

able world like the earth?" 


The occurrence referred to is-the 


appearance of what seemed a vast 
cloud casting a shadow of almost 
inky blacknessi which was seen over 
the*Martian Hellas by Professor W. 
C. Pickering and his associate, Mr. 
G. H. Hamilton, at Professor Pick- 
ering's observatory in • .Jamaica, in 
October, 1924, and a detailed de- 
scription of which has just been 
published in Popular Astronomy. 


A similar appearance noted 
at 


the same time .by Dr. Van Bies- 
broeck at the Yerkes observatory 
is believed by Professor Picker- 
Ing to have been the Identical ob- 
ject that was studied by himself 
and his associate. Professor Pick- 
ering 
thus describes 
what they 


saw: 
"On the evening of October 20th 


an interesting- cloud effect "was 
noted 
on 
the 
terminator 
over 


Hellas" (by "terminator" astrono- 
mers mean^the line between light 
and darkness on tho face of the 
moon, or a planet, that is partial- 
ly Illuminated'' by the sun). 
"I had 


made 
an early 
drawing of 
tho 


planet at llh 52m G. M. T., and 
had noted nothing peculiar, but at 
12h ISm Hamilton came and re- 
ported a deep black notch in the 
terminator. 
An immediate exanv 


ination 
showed not only a 
very 


conspicuous notch but also a much 
less conspicuous projecting 
cloud 


immediately to the north of it The 
striking feature of the notch was 
its intense blackness. It appeared. 
toxreceive, no sunlight whatever. 
Such a marking could only be a 
shadow, which we saw over the 
edg-e of the cloud casting it. 
As 


Hellas advanced onto the disk the 
notch gradually disappeared as did 
the cloud following it soon after. 
The phenomenon continued visible 
for t\vo hours, corresponding to a 
rotation of the planet through 30 
deg. 'The notch began and ended 
approximately with the time that 
Hellas was crossing the termina- 
tor."This same notch of shadow on 
tho 
terminator 
remained 
visible 


but progressively becoming faintar 
on 
successive evenings, until It 


vanished, 'October 27. It, was 
on 


the night of its last appearance 
that 
the 
observation 
mentioned 


above 
by "Van Biesbroeck atv~-th£- 


Yerkes observatory was made. 


Professor Pickering's interpret^-, 


tion is that a summer storm was in" 
progress 
in 
the 
atmosphere of 


Mars ,and that it 
passed 
slowly 


eastward across Hellas and the ad- 
jolrting'region named Ansonia, pro- 
gressing at the rate 
of about 200 


per^ day, and 
movipg in all 1,400 


miles. This would be something 
like the march'of a cyclonic storm 
across the United States,, east of 
the Mississippi,-except that its rate 
of advance was only a third of that 
of our storms. 


These conclusions are of 
great 


Interest because, if confirmed, they 
show that mars surely possesses at 
least some of the primary requis- 
ites of a planet capable of main- 
liaining Inhabitants. The compara- 
tive rarity of4ts atmosphere and .Its 
relative aridity are matters that 
nature could easily adjust to the 
.requirements of life.

Farmers Set Trap 


iFor Chinch Bugs 


(Special to The Star.) 


BEATRICE, Neb., June 26.—The 


farmers in some sections of Gage 
county and in localities just 
over 


the state line in Kansas arejnak- 
ug a run on gas tar here-from the 
Nebraska Gas and Electric company 
n an effort to rid their corn field's 
of chinch bugs, the insects having 
left the wheat to work in the corn 
George W. Stelnmeyer, local man- 
ager of the company reports that 
lie has sold 8,000 gallons of tar the 
past few weeks for this purpose. 
Farmers who are fighting 
the 


pest are plowing furrows between 
the wheat and corn fields, and in 
this they run tar, sinking post holes 
about IS inches apart in which they 
Place calcium cyanide. Wh'en l the 
insects fall to cross, the tar line 
they invariably find .their way into 
the post holes where they are very 
quickly gassed. In some places 
bushels of chinch bugs have been 
taken from these hofes.

fiields were far less numerous this 
year.

The chinch bug^as it -was, ex- 


pected to do,, appeared in injurious 
numbers in the 
wheat fields ol 
southeastern and southern Nebras- 
ka during May., 'The counties now 
most seriously affected. are Rich- 
ardson, Otoe, Nemaha, Cass. Paw- 
nee, Johnson. Lancaster, Gage, Jef- 
ferson and Thayer counties. 
Seri- 
ous chinch bug infestations also 
exist in Saline, Nuckolls, Webster, 
Franklin, Harlan, Furnas, Phfiips, 
Gosper and Frontier counties. 
-Between May 26 and June 15, 
not only were there many heavily 
infested fields of winter wheat re- 
ported, but in a-considerable num- 
ber of cases young corn was at- 
tacked and destroyed as it came 
up 
In Frontier 
county, m the 


vicinity of Stockville, many -acres 
of corn were thus completely de- 
stroyed by chinch bugs during early 
June, one neld having seventy-five 
acres taken \in this way. 
The bugs began moving from^ttie 


wheat and other small grains tnto 
the corn in southeastern Nebraska 
from June 18 to 20, and at the time 
o& this report the migration is de- 
veloping very strongly all over the 
infested district. 
The Hessian fly in consequence 


of the general late wheat sowing 
that has been very widely prac- 
ticed over the entire area that was 
so heavily infested three years ago.

To build up a strain of potatoes 


free from disease, the horticulture 
department is experimenting with 
Red Triumph potatoes, which are 
particularly adapted to the westerit 
part ot th«> state. The best pota 
toes *are often afflicted with from 
one to six: diseases, and disease-* 
in the seed-stock are a serious mat- 
ter. It is difficult to secure hijrh 
grade seed potatoes, and the horti- 
culture department is endeavoring 
to find a super-strain of potatoes.

partment has secured, potatoes o" 
that variety from all parts of the 
country.

River Island Once Refuge For Outlaws

Nearly thirty years ago Con- 
gressmen John H. Morehead, who 
was then Just plain John H. More- 
head, 
took 
rather 
a 
gambling 


chance In the purchase of. what 
had for year* been known In south- 
eastern Nebraska, and northwestern 
Missouri as Korean's Island. There 
was then «42 acres of the Island 
situated in the Missouri river, just 
oif the soathtra extremity ef ^e- 
maha county, four miles from Ne- 
maha City, and 
10 mlUs 
from 


Shubert. 
It was rather a rambling chance 


tor tie Congressman, for the Mis- 
•ourfrlver fives and It take* away 
with persistent regularity the land 
that border* Itt «hor*si and lie* 
within Ita confine*. In this case It 
has choeen to give, and for more 
than twenty year* the swirling wa- 
ter* that roll by th,e Island have 
been depositing a mud bank on the 
east side, until now there are near- 
ly 1,100 acres of laijd In the body, 
and It comprises one of the largest 
and probably best farmed areas In 
the Missouri river from source to 
mouth. 
, 
, 
Gradually since th« acquisition of 


the property by Mr 
Morehead, It 


has come to be known as 
Moie- 
head's Island or Governor's Island 
It Is widely known through thw 
section of Nebraska and northwest- 
ern Missouri. 
Lying at a natural vantage point, 


only three miles from the Shubert^- 
Brownvllle road, and 
eight miles 


•from the King of Trails hlghv.ay, 
the Island Is easily reached and Is 
visited by hundreds of people each 
year. Approached jeither from tlie 
west or south the road 
leads in 


through hills and vallles 
unpar- 


alleged In scenery in eastern 
Ne- 


braska. 
The Island and the mainland ad«- 


jacent Is a mecca for persons seek- 
ing the beautiful in nature. 
The body of land Is located just 


a mile below the old Aspmwall 
ferry, the crossing from Langdon, 
Mo, into Nebraska, and the seat of 
the oldest settlement In this sec- 
tion of the state 
In the days just 


before and 
during the Civil war, 


river boats were used to bilng Ne- 
braska 
homesteaders 
rrom 
St. 


Joseph to Asplnwall, 
where they 


landed, and moved onto their home- 
steads In this and adjoining coun- 
ties. 
There -was a United States land 


office 
at Asplnwall for several 


years, and there are still several 
couples living in this county who 
were married by the first county 
judge, who spent much of his time 
there The place now is still a ferry 
landing, but no buildings remain to 
indicate it was the first hamlet of 
this county. 


Trees Indicate Ago. 


The 
existence of 
the 
inland 
passes beyond the recognition of 
the oldest settler, or ancestral lore 
of the oldest Indian on the White 
Cloud reservation just below Falls 
City. The largo trees on the island 
indicate It to be more than one- 
hundred years old.. 
Its records are rather Jumbled 


It Is said to have been, owned first 
by an Indian halfbreed, a member 
of the half tiraed tribe of (Indians 
who had a tract of land set aside 
for them In this section about 1830. 
This Indian, Crooked Toe_ by name, 
later sold it to pioneer residents of 
the section and moved to the White 
Cloud reservation. 
But before the day of the Indian 


halfbreed 
ownership, 
the island 
was the domain of a more dreaded 
inhabitant of territorial Nebraska 
and frontier Missouri. A band of 
raiders, known as Morgan's raid- 
ers, and led by an 
intrepid and 


fearless bandit, Morgan, used the 
island for headquarters 
It is a formidable place to attack 


Flowing around either side df the 
island Is a stretch of swirling Mis- 
souri river water, 150 yards wide, 
and deadly to cross in the face of 
rifle fire 
Morgan lived and ruled 
this Island rendezvous In the days 
preceding and of the Civil war, the 
story goes, and faced or feared lit- 
tle opposition from the thoroughly 
cowed residents of the hilly Ne- 
braska and lowland Missouri sec- 
tions. 
, 
He swooped down on farms and 


towns on either side, leaving theft 
and the mark of the 
firebrand, 


carrying 
away his 
loot to the 


island. 
Troops Dislodged Bandits. 


It was not until 1866, when Fed- 
eral troops that had returned from 
the Civil war, were called upon, 
that he was finally dislodged. 
Aroused by his long depredations 


the residents of the two states ap- 
plied for the federals to oust Mor- 
gan and his gang of murderers and 
thies. Regular army soldiers were 
aont and by a clever ruse reached 
the island unattacked. 
Part of tne soldiers engaged Mor- 
gan's men in a fierce rifle battle 
across the river at the lower end of 
the island. The other division rowed 
across the river onto the upper er.d. 


A bloody battle lollowed, near the 
site of tha present ferry landing, 
and Morgan's followers were routed, 
•Morgan and many of his'men killed 
on the Island, and the rest fled to 
Nebraska and Missouri in disorder. 
Although the island 
has 
since 
passed through the hands of several 
legitimate owners, It is still known 
to many river men and boat cap*, 
tains as Morgan's island. 
In 1894, John Morehead, then a 
struggling country school teaches, 
was teaching school at H'.llsdalc, a 
small river town nrar the island. 
The man who later became governor 
of Nebraska for two terms, a sen- 
atorial candidate, and 
who has 
served nearly three terms in con- 
gress, was then just getting his 
•tart in life- 
Born of poor parentage on a 
hilly farm near Barada, Neb., More- 
toead successfully climbed from a 
poor farmer boy through the ranks 
of a country school teacher, Im- 
poverished country 
store keeper, 
hanker, wenlthy :<ind owner, and 
then Into politic* vhere he went f 
•Lincoln as the state's chief execu- 
tive for 
two terms from 1D12 to 


1916.' 
Attracted By Scenery. 
Attracted by 
the beauty of the 
island, and it having all the at- 
tractiveness necessary to A person 
liking an outdoor llf»>, fishing, hunt- 
ing, and stock raising as Mr. More- 
kead doe*, he expressed a desire to 
some day own the place. 


Nearly a quarter century later F 
I,, Woodward, a banker, who had 
overheard Mr. Morehead make the 
remark, called him at the Barada 
Bank one day and told him that 
the owner of the Island had died 
and the estate was betngr closed up 
and the Island was for sale.

There are no rats, no 
gophers, and but few snakes on the 
Island."

tion of the Cotner boulevard has 
been let and work will b'e begun 
in a. few days. The particular sec- 
tion concerned in the contract goes 
from the north end of Main street 
in Bethany north one-quarter mile, 
angles northeast to the east side 
of the state agronomy farm, and 
then goes north to the east aide 
of the Havelock shops.

North twenty-seventh street will 


problably be paved from the Bur- 
lington tracks north to Salt Creek 
a distance of one mile. 


Three crews from the county en- 
gineers office are building concrete 
culverts and bridges, and they are 
able to put In about 350 or 400 con- 
crete structures in a season. Ap- 
proximately one hundred of these 
structures are to replace wooden 
bridges. 


Lancaster county has 2000 miles 


of road, an amount equal to the dis- 
tance from here to New York, and 
8000 bridges and_,culverts 
Each 
year funds aPe available to care for 
only about *B per cent of the high- 
ways and bridges. 


Out of the 2000 miles of roadway, 


460 miles are patrolled. The pa- 
trolled roadi are cared for by maln- 
talners, patrolmen, and trucks, each 
of whom has a district he visits 
every day, and for which he Is res- 
ponsible. Each one must see that 
his section of roadway is dragged, 
kept free from weeds, and of snow, 
la the -winter.

plant* were in the rack*. After get- 
ting aeed stock, the association dis- 
seminates the surplus among the 
best growers. It Is estimated, that 
In four or five ..years, enough ,seed 
of high quality will be obtained to 
replace the seed being used, and tor 
certified stock In western Nebraska. 


Give High Yield Here. 


There I* a large market sn the 


Gulf coast state* for the potatoes 
•hipped there by the association. 
Formerly they secured teed pota- 
toes from Maine, Minnesota, and 
Wisconsin, but Nebraska potatoes 
are replacing those from Maine, 
particularly In Louisiana and Texas, 
and Montana ones are bought In 
place of Minnesota. These potatoes 
are practically free from Moaalo di- 
sease, which it particularly bad In 
Maine. Formerly it was prevalent 
in Nebraska, 
but 
It 
has 
been 
checked, and the Nebraska potatoes 
give a higher yield in the south. 
The particular concern of the de- 
partment at this time 1* spindle- 
tuber disease, which cause* elonga- 
tion of the potatoes, decreasing the 
yield, 'Vanning out," technically. In 
the plant pathology department, ex- 
periments are being' made to de- 
termine the best method to produce 
seed potatoes In eastern Nebraska. 
Jt was formerly believed potatoes 


"ran out" In this part of the coun- 
try, owing to high temperature, but 
"now 
It It is thought that the spread 


of the disease Is due to Insects. Ex- 
periments have 
indicated that as 


good seed potatoes can he grown 
here In the east as any where with 
healthy seed. 
In 1920 wa* originated the potato 


certification work, which mounted 
from 100 bushels to be tested at 
first to 200,000 three years later. So 
heavy did the work grow that the 
college now does the technical work 
and the association carries on the 
business end. This year, the certi- 
fied seed growers received from 75 
cents to $100 more 
per hundred 


pounds for certified potatoes than 
for the uncertified kinds. 
Certi- 


fication has meant thousands and 
thousands of dollars to western Ne- 
braska in the last four years. 
The college specifies a certain 
standard, and the association hires 
only inspectors trained by the col- 
lege The Inspectors make three in- 
spections of every field, dropping 
one that does not meet 
require- 
ments 
The potatoes are again Inr 
spected aftec-being dug, and finally 
after being 
sacked for shipment, 


from the middle of July to February. 
The plant pathology department 


has been experimenting with meth- 
ods of controlling scab In potatoes. 
Twenty-nvf or twenty-six cars were 
treated with 
hot 
formaldehyde, 


maintained at a temperature of 120 
to 125 degrees. Each sack of pota- 
toes was dipped for four minutes In 
the solution. The potatoes dipped 
amounted to a sufficient quantity 
to plant one acre out of every thirty 
in this section of the state 
Inspectors are now out, inspect- 


ing the acreage to determine the 
value of the dipping. It Is expected 
the fields will have an Increased 
vield of 15 to 20 per cent, or about 
25 to 40 bushels to the acre

Japanese Diving King Plans 


Search Of Sunken • 


Steamer Hulk. 


Believe $5,000,000 In Gold 


and Silver Bullion 


May Be Found. 


TOKIO, June 26. — (I. N. S.) — 


Yumihachl Ivataoka, Japan's "div- 
ing king,1' is planning- another ex- 
pedition to recover long-lost treasure 
from the bottom of the sea. He is 
negotiating now with 
Lloyd's of 


London to undertake salvage of 
the gold and silver bullion which 
was lost "when' the 
British liner 


Egypt was sunk in the Bay 
of 


Biscay. 
The 
treasure 
which Kataoka 


seeks is valued at 
approximately 


$5,000,000, slightly more than half 
being In gold bullion and the rest in 
silver. It has lain at the bottom of 
the Bay of Biscay since the Egypt 
was sunk 'off Brest in a collision 
with a German ship. 
Kataoka achieved his first fame 
as a salvage monarch when he re- 
covered more than $500,000 worth of 
gold bullion from the sunken Japa- 
nese ship Tasaka Maru in Ihe Medi- 
terranean sea. This expedition was 
carried out in June,~'1925. 
'Immediately after 
his 'success 


with the Yasaka 
Maru 
treasure, 


Lloyds' approached Kataoka with 
a proposal that he attempt to re- 
cover the bullion from the sunken 
Egypt. Kataoka was disinclined to 
undertake the ventur^-at that time, 
so Lloyds' turned to Sweden and 
engaged the Neptune Salvage com- 
pany to undertake 'the task. This 
company has been unsuccessful and 
Kataoka ag-ain has been importuned 
to make the attempt. 
Before 
stalling 
out, however, 
Kataoka demands the Lloyds' agree 
to spend approximately Jl,500,000 
on the enterprise. If an agreement 
is reached on this Point Kataoka 
is prepared to set out at once for 
the- Bay of Biscay to: begin opera- 
tions. 
• 
Although the Egypt lies in1 about 


the same depth of water as did the 
Yasaka Maru, the salvage work 
will be more difficult, Kataoka says, 
because of tricky currents in the 
Bay of Biscay. He is confident, how- 
ever, that he can retrieve the lost 
bullion successfully. 
Kataoka's success in recovering 


lost treasure has enriched several 
investors who s;Uirid to reap great- 


rewards from their confidence in 


liis ability. Several years ago Ka- 
laoka formed a small salvage com- 
pany, investing his own small cap- 
ital, and persuading several others 
to put their money with hi's. 
It

agreed 
that 
no 
dividends 


should be paid until Kataoka so 
decided and it was not untH after 
the Yasaka Maru- expedition that 
Kataoka was >n a position to pay 
•_ut profits. 
Then he declared' a 
d'ividened of 998 per cent and the 
stockholders expect a much richer 
reward than this if the Egypt ex- 
pedition! is successful.

Paris or the 
beauty and historical spots of Eng- 
land- 
The demand for passports -was 
threatening'to swamp the state de- 
partment's force when the British 
strike caused a perceptible slack in 
the demand during the usual peak 
season. The Polish revolution then 
came along to frighten more trav* 
elers and cause them to decide to 
"see America 
first." 
During, the' 


first five months of 1926 there were 
92,666 passports issued, compared to 
89.685 for the same period last year. 
Travel abroad has jumped rapidly 
in the last five years, since un- 
changed passport regulations made 
an accurate comparison 
possible. 
From 137-685 passports issued, in 
1921 the number Increased to 172,- 
209 last year. Thousands of Amer- 
icans cross the Canadian and Mex- 
icon borders without the use of 
passports. 
In addition to the money dropped 
by Americans at the gamin? tables 
and on the boulevards 
of Paris, 
Americans pay a huge sum each 
year In passport fees to England, 
France and Italy.

T. K. Matzen, Columbus, Neb., Is 
Active Fisherman At Age of 91 


Niety-one years old and as active 


a. fisherman as he was fifty years 
ago, Is the boast of Theodore K. 
Matzen, grand old patriarch of the 
Columbus, Neb. chapter of the Izaak 
Waltflu .league of 
America, 
and 


probably the oldest Waltonlan who 
IB able to whip a fly over a bs*a 
pond in all Nebraska. 


Mr. Matzen, who was born In 


Denmark in 1835, attributes his ac- 
tivity to two 'lessons life—ninety- 
one years of it—ha* taught him: 
namely, that the fountain of youth 
is any stream where fish abound 
arid the greatest blessing is-a'com- 
bination of good health and a good 
wife. 


, When but thirteen years old, Mr. 
Matzen followed the calling: of the 
sea, signing as a cabin boy on a 
freighter-that plied between Den- 
mark and England. Several years 
later he went on his first voyage, a 
trip that took his'ship from Ant- 
werp to .Liverpool, then with a gen- 
eral cargo to South America, from 
which continent the long- sail to 
Hong Kong, China, was made. There 
the captain hired his-boat to a.Chi- 
nese firm and Mr. Matzen sailed the 
China sea for nearly- thre'e years 
before loading a .cargo of tea for 
Falmouth,' England. 
For eleven 
months Mr. Matzen and the rest of 
the crew were on the water after 
an epidemic of scurvy had struck 
the ship. After living on a diet of 


vegetables for several weeks, the 
crew recovered and were able 
to 
proceed to Rotterdam; where they 
•were paid, ending the long journey. 


Subsequent sailing!* took the. aged 


Waltonlan to Egypt, Singapore, the 
East Indies, Africa, Scotland and 
Italy. Probably the 
most 
novel 
"cargo" ever shipped on a vessel on 
which Mr. Matssfti salted was * a 
group of 2SO English girls . who 
sailed from England to Brisbane, 
Australia, in answer to Australian 
planters' advertisements for wives 
to aid them on their farms and 
plantations. 


Air. Matzen and his wife, whom 


be married in Chicago shortly after 
the great fire 'there, ca:ne to Ne- 
braska in 1872, the old sea-veteran 
having decided he had his fill of 
ocean* rolls. The sailor and his bride 
settled on a far, rnnear Columbus 
and eighteen years ago moved into 
the'city.

Hoof and Mouth Disease In 


Europe Necessitates 


Drastic Move. 


Ministry 
Traced Distinct 


pases to Carcasses 


From Holland. 


LONDON, June 26.—(I. N. S,)— 


In an attempt to combat the spread 
of 
the 
dreaded hoof-and-mouth 


disease—a disease which has occa- 
sioned the payment of more, than 
$25,000.000 in compensation to Eng- 
lish .farmers- for the slaughter of 
infected aniftmls In the past 
few 
years—the ministry of agriculture 
has issued an' order prohibiting the 
importation to England of carcases 
or parts of carcases from any place 
In the continent of Europe. 
The order will take immediate ef- 


fect, the only' exception from the 
prohibition being fully cured bacon 
and ham, lard, or rendered 
1 t, 
cooked or preserved meats or meat 
essences, and hide and skins which 
have been dried, preserved, 
dry- 
salted, or wet-salted. 


Giving- the reason for the prohibi- 


tion, the ministry explains 
that 
several distinct cases of the (di- 
sease inthe north of England had 
been directly traced to pig carcases 
from Rotterdam. Holland. 
Other 
cases of disease had been traced at 
several centers as arising from im- 
ported 
meat. ' 
"These occurrences," says the or- 


der, "have 
definitely ' established 
one of the most dangerous sources 
of the introduction of hoof-and- 
mouth disease 
into Britain, and 
after 
careful 
consideration 
the 


British government has decided that 
there is no alternative but to pro- 
hibit the importation of carcases 
from the continent as 
the 
only 
means of preventing this risk." 
The prohibition order is generally 


an unpopular one i nthe English 
meat trade, and Is condemned as a 
purely fiscal move, the only effect 
of which will be to increase prices 
to the British consumer. It is also 
characterized as being- fatal to the 
continental import trade by which 
London is largely fed, advantageous 
to the Argentine meat kings and to 
American shippers, and 
of small 


benefit to the farmer. 
The order will kill the recent at- 
tempts 
of 
the 
Argentine" meat 
trade to send live-stock directly to 
Belgium to be killed and then im- 
ported to England.

The practical difficulties besetting the path of 


the friends of a Union station are so great that the 
present agitation has the appearance of misguided 
and wasted effort. 
Take the case of the Bock Island for example. 


It is in the Antelope valley at the invitation o the 
city of Lincoln. Its decision to extend its facilities 
to Lincoln years ago was joyously welcomed and ac- 
claimed. Every assistance was given it in obtaining a 
right of way. Now that the city has grown far be- 
yond the hopes of those who build It, the people have 
soured on the bargain. The Rock Island tracks in the 
Antelope valley are in eyesore to the community. 
They are a perpetual menace and danger to safety 
because they traverse street* which carry a heavy 
volume of traffic. But that fact is not going to pro- 
vide grounds for ouster. The city has the right to 
force the Rock Island to take whatever steps are 
necessary for the protection of life, even to the point 
of elevating its tracks but to force it to abandon its 
right of way in the valley is a different question and 
one might prove infinitely more complicated. 
And 


notwithstanding the outcome of the Los Angelea and 
Oklahoma Cffty cases, the matter of convenience is 
not sufficient to secure an order from the interstate 
commerce commission, directing the carriers to share 
in the heavy expense of building a union elation. 


The experience of the last sixteen years indicates 


Lincoln is very fortunate in the decision of the Bur- 
lington to spend nearly a million dollars in construct- 
ing adequate station facilities to handle its business 
here. The building is fully adequate for all traffic 
for many years to come. The projected plans show 
an imposing structure, embodying a.11 of the latest 
Bafety ideas in the handling of passenger business. It 
Is a building which will reflect, credit upon Lincoln. 


Moreover the Burlington officials have given as-, 


surance that the new depot will be large enough to 
permit other roads to share it it they should recon- 
sider their decision not to become a partner in the 
Union station. That should serve to allay the fears of 
"those who at this late hour have renewed the talk of 
a union station.

The sentiment which was expressed , when the 


Burlington brought its plans for the new depot to 
Lincoln is overwhelmingly representative of the Judg- 
ment of the community. Lincoln is delighted with the 
program arid regards it is definitely settled. 


THE DELAYED TRUTH. 


More than seven years after the close of the 


world war. a federal investigator has announced he 
has been able to find very little evidence of fraud in 
the making and settlement of war contracts. Judge 
Cameron, who has just resigned his position as Dir- 
ector of Investigation and Accounts of the War de- 
partment; spent four years in going through the rec- 
ords and the mass of legal papers in connection with 
America's preparation for war. 


HlB work followed that of congressional smelling 


committees innumerable, which failing in their ef- 
forts, wished the job onto someone else. 


In his conclusions, Judge Cameron declares there 


are very few instances of a deliberate attempts to 
,cheat the government. That does not mean that ex- 
"cesslve prices were not -paid in many cases, or that 
bad contracts were not made. The government has 
recovered 110,000.000 in overpayments and still has 
many clainw -which will considerably augment that 
•um. 
It was the f rightful unpreparedness of America 


which led to extravagance and waste if the testimony 
of those best able to speak is to be accepted. Every 
thing which the government ordered was "rush" and 
that meant the quickest delivery without regard to 
expepse. . 


Mr. Cameron declares that in the sum total of the 


great effort of the government to correct its own folly 
of a lack of preparation, it is surprising there were so 
few case* of personal greed. The great cry and hue, 
which was raised, came "from a class of people who 
believe that big business is synonymous with evil de- 
sign. more partie-ularly when Big Business is dealing 
With the United States government." Mr. Cameron 
is wrong In this particular. 
The people, and that 


means all of us. were misled by some republican poli- 
ticians in Washington Into believing great frauds had 
been committed. If America seethed with indignation 
it was because she had been led to think she had be.en 
victimised. There never wns R more contemptible 
conspiracy ever hatched than the attempt to assail 
the Wilson administration over Ita'conduct of the war. 
The w»r had been fought and won and yet the hungry 
republican politician*, anxious to besmirch every- 
thing which took plmce while Mr. AVitson was presi- 
dent, hurled unsubstantiated charges from the house- 
tops. The truth ia welcome although a bit late.

There are more ways than one of skinning a cat. 


The president has shown on a number of occasions he. 
is a past master in the art of practical politics. Sen- 
ator W. B. Kehyon of Iowa was a potential threat 
against'Mr. Coolidge as a republican candidate for 
president prior to the'Chicago .convention. A few 
months before Judge Kenyan was tendered and ac- 
cepted a position on' the United States .supreme bench 
and one obstacle to Coolidge success was perman- 
ently removed. The same bait was offered Senator 
Borah in the form of the republican nomination for 
vice-president but the equally astute Idaho man neat- 
ly sidestepped with b. firm refusal to consider it al- 
though the president personally presented the re- 
quest that Borah become his running mate. Then a 
member of the tariff board became troublesome to 
the administration and shortly he. was appointed to 
a post of attractiveness and responsibility in a foreign 
country. 


But the offer of a. job to former Secretary "Wil- 


son places the president in a more embarrassing po- 
sition. 
' 


Revelations of the shameful use of money in the 


Pennsylvania primary have given greater promise of 
democratic success in that rock-ribbed republican 
state.

Thomas Jefferson, the Giant

This year,"19"6, is Jefferson's year 


July fiurth. -will mark the centen- 
nial- of his death. The verl' same 
day tvili be the one-hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the, signing 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
of which he was the author. What 
a coincidence What an inspiration! 
Picture those "rebels" signing the 


Declaration in that little "Hall" In 
Philadelphia .with the formidable 
enemy's guns and hired -troops all 
about them and only a record of 
defeats and retreats for their own 
Revolutionary Army. 


That's heroism for you! — To 
throw defiance into the teeth of a 
conceited arch; — to write down 
your grievances, 
your 
inalienable 
rights, your fundamental 
ideals. 


And lest there be any doubt as to 
their sincerity, they signed their 
names under the line-"And for the 
support of the Declaration with a 
firm reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence, we 
mutually 


pledge to each other our lives, our 
fortunes and our sacred honor." 


Who was this tall, lanky, red- 
haired, freckled reticent farmer's 
boy and frontiersman who at the 
age. of 33 wrote this Immortal and 
daring- document which sounded the 
keynote for world democracy? His 
recent British biographer gays he 
helped the English gain their free- 
dom too. 


He was a farmer, author, musi- 


cian, architect, inventor, traveler 
horseman, naturalist, philosopher, 
mathematician, linguist, 
scholar, 
manufacturer, 
builder, 
educator, 


executive, legislator, politician and 
statesman. 
Notwithstanding 
his 


many 
accomplishments 
in 
so 
astounding a variety of fields, he 
was withal a poor public speaker. 
Thomas Jefferson was a mental 
giant! Indeed he was such a colossal 
figure that only at the distance of 
the century that has Passed since 
h s death. arc«we beginning to see 
niin in the fulness of his stature 
It pleased the politics of his day 


to stamp Jefferson as an "atheist." 
The hatred on that account is still

He had no telephone, wireless,

There is still another side to this 
many-sided man. He was a lover 
of music. Almost every day 
he 


played on his violin—not just an 
ordinary fiddle but a Cremona vio- 
lin. There in his home, Monticello 
you may still see the walnut stand' 
on which he rested his music while 
he played. 


His pen was mightier than his 
tongue. Though he was a poor pub- 
lic speaker, this did not Prevent his 
being a successful and a learned 
lawyer. His little low office still 
stands at Monticello, just opposite 
the little building we have named 
the "Honeymoon Lodge," One New 
Year's day Jefferson brought his 
charming bride to Moticejlo. It was 
very late at night In the midst of 
a bliziard, too late to wake the 
servants and too cold' to attempt 
to heat the big mansion, so with the 
warmth of their love and a bottle of 
wine they spent their simple honey- 
moon in this little building at the 
end of the quadrangle. Poets are 
made of stuff like this! 


Yea, Jefferson liked his wine. But 


he had no use for spirituous liquors! 
You may see today In the side of 
the mantel in his dining room the 
little dumbwaiter he Installed—just 
room for a bottle at a time up from 
the cellar direct 
to "mine host.!' 


Such a host! He.must have housed 
a .village at a time. An ox some-

Discoveries In Humans 


Chicago Woman Satv Value of Jane Addanw' Work 
1 
And Gave Her Quick, Substantial Help.

In 1SS9 Miss Helen Culver, a 


wealthy Chicago woman, was owner 
of a property in one of the .city's 
industrial districts which had about 
been swallowed up By tenements in 
which were crowded 
immigrants 


from practically every nationality In 
Europe. 
In earlier days, the property had 


belonged to Charles J. Hull, a lead- 
Ing citizen, who in 1S56 had erected 
upon it a fine house. The old struc- 
ture still stood in 1889. a dignified 
shell In the midst of a growing 
grime, but it has ceased to be a 
home. Part of its high-windowed 
rooms provided office space for an 
adjoining factory, 
while 
others 
housed the stock of a second-hand 
furniture dealer. 


In January of this year, 
tVo 


young women rented a 
drawing 


room and second floor space in the 
house. Not long after, Miss Culver, 
visiting, her property, 
found 
this 
space restored to a semblance of 
former days. The young women had 
furnished it with the spoils of years 
of European travel. Handsome rugs 
and furniture and pictures and bric- 
a-brac, testifying that the owners 
were possessed of ^taste and dis- 
crimination, as well'as means, pro- 
vided an atmosphere at substantial 
and inviting- comfort. 


But Miss Culver's tenants had not 
set up this establishment to be a 
home for themselves, nor as a place 
of entertainment for their friends, 
among whom they numbered the 
leading families of Chicago. It had 
been provided for the use of their 
neighbors, the tenement dwellers. 


Made Small Beginning. 
It was, in short, a human service 
station, at 
which a Miss 
Jane 


A.ddams and her friend and associ- 
ate, Ellen Gates Starr, had begun 
one of the greatest philanthropic 
ministrations in the history of man- 
kind. 


Hull House, the old structure had 


jeen named—after the man 
who 
had built It. In 1889 neither it nor 
ts managing head, Jane Addams, 
was known outside the slum dis- 
;rict in which it Was founded. But 
from a small beginning Hull House 
grew into the internationally fam- 
ous Institution of today; and Jane 
Addams became one of the greatest 
women, perhaps the greatest wo- 
man, of her day. 


Miss Culver at once discerned the 
value of the work which Hull House 
tad begun and also the genius of 
fane 
Addams. 
Her 
enthusiastic 


support took first effect the next 
spring when she gave Miss Addams 
and Miss Starr a free lease on the 
entire building. When Hull House 
grew It was she who provided the 


ground for each new building. And 
there were many of these. 


A .long succession of events di- 
rected the footsteps of Jane Addams 
to Hull House, but two or three 
stand out above all others. 
Jane Addams lost her 
mother 


when she was a baby. Her father 
was John H. Addams. a wealthy 
miller of Cedarville, 111., who served 
as a state senator, was a friend of 
Abraham Lincoln, and occupied a 
position of leadership in his com- 
munity. 


Slum* Made Impression. 


When the little girl was six years 


of age, John Addams took her with 
him one day to a neighboring city. 
He Tvas on a business trip which 
led him to a mill in the poor quarter 
Jane, accustomed to a large, com- 
fortable home In a prosperous com- 
munity where there was little or no 
actual poverty, was astonished at 
what she saw in the mill neighbor- 
hood. 


John Addams explained, but It is 
doubtful if his small daughter was 
satisfied by his explanation. At any 
rate she replied to him in a manner 
which must have been absurd at the 
time, but which turned out to be 
highly prophetic. 


"When I grow up," she said, her 
small hand in her father's big one. 
"I shall have, of course ,a large 
house, but not among other large 
houses, but right in the midst of 
horrid little houses like these" 


In her heart, this day. was born 


a sympathy for humble houses and 
the 
people who live in humble 


houses which utimately was to dl- 
r«ct all the currents 
of 
Jane 
Addams' life. 


Followed Other Channel*. 
But that sympathy was not to 
reach 
full force for many year* 
There Is a possibility that Miss 
Addams might never have founded 
Hull Houee except for one of those 
strange circumstances which fig- 
ure in many careers. 


When she was scverfteen she en- 
tered Hockford college. 
A great 
reader, who kept herself well in* 
formed on current events, it 
was 
natural that she should ally herself 
with the small group of young wo- 
men in the school who were con- 
cerning themselves with the move- 
ment for women's rights which then 
was begi/ning to make itself felt 
throughout the country. 


This group was eo Insistent that 
the glrla of Rockford college ob- 
tained the right for one of them to 
speak against men in an intercol- 
legiate 
oratorical 
contest. 
Jane 
Addams was chosen to be that 
speaker. 


She did not win. She finished 


fifth. The winner was a youth who 
came to be extremely well known

Antenna Intelligence. 


A good antenna is necessary to

valuable in various locations. 
If 
the set is located in a steel-framed 
building In which metal lath 1ms 
been used on the walls, the effi- 
ciency of either a loop or an indoor 
antenna will be low. To overcome 
this difficulty, use an outdoor an- 
tenna or else use at least a five- 
tube set. 


Proper Te«t for Batteries. 


There is only one way to find the 


condition of "B" batteries -without 
considerably shorteninsr their life, 
and that is to use a good high 
resistance voltmeter. Never use an 
ammeter for this purpose, since it 
has the effect of short circuiting 
the batters with a piece of wire, 
and, takes months from its useful 
life. Good voltmeters are made to 
have as much as 100 ohms resist- 
anve per volt They may cost slight-

Jeff erson was Reef or of the Uni- 


versity of Virginia and president of 
the American Philosophical society. 
Did any monarch, ruler, politician 
or stateman ever attain 
such a 


helg-ht! He was a deep scholar be- 
ing an earnest student of an am- 
azing- number of subjects including 
natural history, Indian languages, 
Latin, Greek, Italian, French, Ger- 
man, mathematics, history, geogra- 
phy, civics, economics and philoso- 


His alma mater was the old col- 


lege of William and Mary at Wil- 
liamsburg. 
In later years both 
Yale and Harvard bestowed honor- 
ary degrees upon him in recogni- 
tion of his great service to both in- 
stitutions particularly in collecting 
for them important 
additions for 


their libraries. Speaking of librar- 
ies, we must recall that immediate- 
ly after the war of 1812. Congress 
"bought" from Jefferson his entire 
library for a few paltry dollars. II 
had taken-years of constant effort 
on the part -of Jefferson and many 
thousands of dollars to collect this 
library, which was the most com- 
plete and scholarly privately owned 
collection in America. But the li- 
brary of Congress had been 
des- 


troyed by the enemy's fire and the 
country needed Jefferson's library 
with which to start all over again 
They offered the miserly sum of 
$23,950 and Jefferson in his pov 
erty and old age accepted the offer 
though the 'cost to him had been 
more than twice that sum. He 
parted with his beloved books be- 
cause of his greater love for his 
country. Proudly we 
still 
keep 
what 
remains of them on the 
shelves 
of the 
congressional li- 


jrary. Their value today runs into 
he millions but Jefferson died poor 
and the bookshelves at Monticello 
are 
empty—a silent yet eloquen 


monument to his unselfish devotion 
o the 
nation he helped to foun< 


and build. 
He served his country for sixty 
ive years In many capacities. He 
•was a member of the Virginia legis- 
ature and the continental Congress 
governor-of Virginia,, minister 
to 


Vance, our first secretary of state 
vice-president of the United States 
and'then president for two terms 
The first time he was elected presi 
dent by a tie vote which had to be 
received by the vote of the house 
Ale.xander Hamilton helped 
swing 


the balance in favor of Jefferson 
and against Aaron Burr. The sec 
ond time Jefferson -was elected bj 
an overwhelming vote of the elec 
toral college. 
His first Inaugural 


address" is a gem of American liter 
ature. 
He shocked "society" because h 


•was the first democratic preslden 
in the true sense of the word. O 
ihe day of hia Inauguration he wa 


rode to the cupltol on boweback, 
abolished the "levw*" or royal re- 
ceptions, wore Ions punt» instead 
of breeches, aud in general acted 
Just like "Mr. Jefferson, cltii«n of 
the U. S. A. entrusted for th« ttm« 
belnr. with the job of beinf presi- 
dent." It took time and effort to 
accustom the people to the sim- 
plicity of this flunk and honest at- 
titude. 


He loved democracy and hated 


tyranny and aristocracy 
in 
any 


form. No man ever had a clearer- 
concept of. freedom. Shortly after 
drawing the Declaration of inde- 
pendence he returned to the Vir- 
ginia legislature where he Intro- 
duced five "Bijls for Freedom " as 
we call that immortal and ever in- 
spiring quintet. . 


The flrat one was to 
free real 
estate from the entanglement of en- 
tallments, an aristocratic practice 
by which land was tied up forever 
to certain descendants. The bar4ns 
of England fostered this and Jeffer- 
son proposed to wipe it away. 


The second was to tree prpperty 


in another plant from the vicious 
hot house general from the curae of 
primogeniture, of British aristocracy 
by which the nrst born inherited all 
and pauperised the rest. How the 
Virginia aristocrat begged Jefferson. 
At least give the first born a double 
portion, they implored. But 
Jef- 


ferson said he would agree when 
they proved the nrst bom labored 
twice aa much as another and re- 
quired a .double amount of shelter, 
food, clothes and education. . 
The third was to free the body by 
striking at the root of slavery. He 
had included a similar provision in 
he Declaration, which was stricken 
ut however. How farsighted was 
efferscm. 
How nearsighted 
those 
thers! 
Alas what 
a 
difference 


Ight there have been in our his- 
ory! 
Perhaps there would have 


eon no Blue or Grey! 
But then 
here might have been no Dee or 
jincoln! Who knows? And both 
jese men reverenced the Immortal 
homas Jefferson. 
The fourth bill was to free the 
nind by establishing a statewide 
ystem of free public schools. Read
